Heiselman 


Thursday evening in his address 
at the rally held by the Republi- 
can Club in Cook's Hall on Rail- 
road avenue. 


The mayor called attention to 


the fact that the public debt of 
the city (exclusive of water debt) 
subject to the 10 per cent consti- 
tutional debt limitation had been 
increased §612,101.06, 
standing 


now at $1,581,194.96, leaving the 
city with a debt margin in excess 
of half a million dollars. 


What the Heiselman 
adminis- 


tration had done in its program 
for youth in the city was stressed 
by Attorney Fred Stang, another 
speaker at the rally. Brief ad-

U. S. Manufacturers Are Warned About 
Wild Dreams of South American Trade 


, By W. B. RAGSDALE 
Washington, Oct. 20 l#> — The 


United States manufacturer who 
expects to get rich overnight sup- 
plying a South American market 
yielded up by a warring Europe 
has been swigging banana oil. 


A prospective market lies south 


of the Rio Grande all right. The 
needs exist, to a lesser degree now 
than probably will be true in the 
future. But both governmental and 
private agencies are beginning to 
warn business men to go slowly 
about any expansion designed to 
produce goods for the South 
American trade. 
Certain limitations stand in the 


way. One is the obvious fact that 
if the South American countries 
are unable to buy from Europe in 
peacetime quantities, they also are 
unable to sell to that continent. 
Their source of income iS being 
cramped. Only to a small degree 
can the United States take the 


iCoutiB««<i •• ftp Nisi), 
(commodities that South America 


has been selling to Europe. 


For instance, Germany, whose 


South American trade has been 
growing steadily during the last 
year or so, took almost twice as 
rnuch in raw materials as it sold 
in manufactured products. One of 
the commodities Germany took 
was Brazilian cotton. With mil- 
lions of bales stored in southern 
warehouses, the United States 
would not be in a position to buy 
much South American cotton. 


One big item of the Argentine 


and Uruguayan trade with Eng- 
land is frozen beef. Cattle pro- 
ducers in the United States raised 
a howl a few months ago at the 
thought 
of the Navy buying 


canned Argentine beef. There is 
no certain assurance that a sim- 
ilar din would not be heard against 
imports of beef through regular 
trade channels. 


Unlike the German trade, how- 


ever, the sales to England and 
France may continue from South 
America, through hazardous ship- 
ping lanes, guarded by warships.

bathrobe, sat down in a rocking 
chair in front of a window, and 
placed the gun muzzle against his 
head, according to the police. 


Mr. Erett boarded at the home 


of Mrs. Mary Bro\ver, and 
his 


body was discovered by her short- 
ly after S o'clock as she went to 
his bedroom to call him for break- 
fast. 
She was horrified to find 


him reclining in the rocker with 
the revolver still clasped in his 
hand, with one cartridge 
dis- 


charged. 
Mrs. Brower immediately called 
the police and Sergeant 
Ernest 


Boss promptly sent an alarm over 
the police radio. 
The call was picked up by Offi- 


cers Wesley Cramer and Robert F. 
Healey, who drove at once to the 
house. When they entered the 
bedroom they lound Erett seated 
in the rocker with the revolver 
still clasped in his right hand. He 
was d"ad when the officers entered 
the house, but the body was warm. 


Dr. Chester B. Van Gaasbeek ex- 


amined the body and found that 
the bullet lodged in the head and 
the man had been dead about half 
an hour. 
Although Officers Cramer and 


Healey made a thorough search 
of the bedroom, no suicide note 
was found. 
The search disclosed, however, 


that Mr. Erett had a permit to 
carry a revolver. This permit had 
been renewed from year to year 
by him. 


Mr. Erett was well known, and 


the only reason assigned for his 
act is that of ill health. Ho had 
not worked for more than a year, 
it was said. Previous to that time 
lie served as a caterer in the club 
house of the Loyal Order of Moose 
on Cedar street. 


Mrs. Brower 
in response 
to 


questions by Officer Healey, said 
that about 8 o'clock she had heard 
a noise, but thought it was the 
backfiring of an automobile pass- 
ing through the street, and for 
that reason gave the sound no 
thought. 


The rocking chair in which Erett 


sat when he ended his life was 
drawn up close to one of the two 
windows in his bedroom that faced 
on Grand street.

Stabilizing

Business Is Notable 


Washington,

Officials who helped guide the 
wage-hour law through its first 
year voiced the opinion today 
that its stabilizing effect on wages 
in competitive business was a 
nore notable result than the bulge 
it put in the pay envelopes of 
some 350,000 workers. 


One official said that the 25- 


cents-an-hour minimum wage re- 
quired by the law in its first year 
had little appreciable effect to- 
ward stimulating business activity 
since only one per cent of the 
estimated 35,000,000 wage earners 
had received more money. 


The 30-cents-an-hour minimum 


wage which becomes ' effective 
next Tuesday for the next six 
years, will affect directly only two 
or three per cent of the nation's 
wage earners. 


Wage-hour authorities asserted, 


however, 'that employers in many 
instances were as urgent as labor 
in their demands for Wage-hour 
law enforcement, since it served 
to level off the low wage brackets 
of competing establishments. 


When the minimum wage rises 


to 30 cents an hour, the limitation 
of 44 hours on the work week will 
change to 42 hours. Time and a 
half compensation will be required 
for work done in excess of the 
maximum.

President Takes View 
U. S. Limits Flexible 


Roosevelt Says Boundary Depend 


Upon Circumstances Under 


Which Limit Is Fixed 


Hyde Paik, N. Y., Oct. 20 l».~President Roosevelt took the posi- 


tion today that the limits of United States' territorial \vaters are flex- 
ible, varying from three to hundreds of miles, depending on the cir- 
cumstances under which the limits are created. 


In the case of belligerent submarines, which have been barred 


from American ports or territorial waters, the president said at a 
press conference that the limit of< 
such waters was three miles. 


In the case of rum runners in 


prohibition days, he said it was 
150 miles. 


In the case of the neutrality 


patrol, he added, the limit is far- 
ther out, roughly within the safety 
zones laid down at 
the recent 


Panama conference of the 21 
American republics. That zone ex- 
tends at least 300 miles out. 
But in any event, Mr. Roose- 


velt asserted, the territorial lim- 
its are in accordance with specific 
cases involving safety and neu- 
trality. 


At a recent press conference, 


he asserted that territorial waters 
extended as far as American in- 
terests required. 


Not for Submarine* 


A reporter suggested that this 


rule apparently did not apply in 
the case of submarines of nations 
at war. 


Not in this case, the Chief Ex- 


ecutive answered. In this case it 
is under the definite, old interna- 
tional law of 3-mile limit. 


In the case of the rum running 


of six years ago, he went on, the 
limit was fixed at such distance 
off the coast since rum runners 
could lie to and send their liquor 
ashore in small boats, or as far

Fears or General War

ing the treaty closely; at

same time Nazis sought to minim- 
ize its significance by saying the 
allies would not get expected help 
because Turkey was not obligat- 
ed to fight Russia. 


Adolf Hitler awaited liis am- 


bassador to Ankara, Franz von 
Papon, for a fopoi-<-«n-the new 
situation. 


Britons held extension of Ger- 


man influence in the Balkans had 
been blocked. 


At the same time there ap- 


peared to bo a conscious effort not 
to offend Soviet Russia, Germany's 
new partner, first in the excep- 
tion of Turkey from any obliga- 
tion to flght Russia and also in an 
official statement that Britain's 
mutual assistance pact with now- 
vanished Poland was aimed only 
at Germany. 


The Ankara pact pledged Brit- 


ain, France and Turkey to mutual 
assistance if aggression by any 
European power involved any of 
them in war in the Mediterranean 
are or involved British-French 
aid to Greece and Rumania under 
guarantees given last April. 


Italy Indillerent 


Italy, a Mediterranean power 


and at the same time an added 
influence in the Balkans because 
of her conquest of Albania, out- 
wardly was indifferent, but care- 
fully studied the treaty and future 
possibilities. 


Diplomats in the Balkans fore- 


saw "days of great tension" as 
Greece, Rumania and Yugoslavia 
welcomed the pact, but Hungary 
and Bulgaria received it unfavor- 
ably. 


The Finnish government went 


back to its task of determining 
what to do about Russian demands 
in the Soviet union's diplomatic 
campaign for extended influence in 
the Baltic. 


Formulation of its policy had 


been shelved temporarily for the 
Stockholm conference where the 
northern nations declared their 
solidarity in preserving neutrality.

RAILROAD RECOVERY 


No factor in the present improvement of j 


American business is more reassuring than J 
the railroad situation. Under the burdens of I 
the World War in 1917, the lines were taken ' 
over and operated directly by the govern- , 
merit. Since they were returned to their own- 
! 


ers they have been generally regarded as 
"breaking down" from old age and highway 
competition. 


But if they ever were in such a decrepit 


state, they seem to have recovered. Their 
representatives now expect them to handle 
adequately whatever burdens may be im- 
posed on them by foreign wars and domestic 
booms. 


Information from the Association of Amer- 


ican Railroads shows that, although there 
are fewer miles of track than there used to 
be, there are more miles of "first main track" 
than there were in 1918, because recent aban- 
donments have been mostly unimportant 
branch lines. And though there are only 
1,788,000 freight cars compared with 2,300,- 
000 during the last war, they can carry a 
great deal more freight, because the average 
car now holds eight tons more and moves 60 
per cent faster. 


With this equipment, plus repair and re- 


-urn to service of 200,000 stored freight cars 
and 8,000 locomotives, the association be- 
lieves the roads can handle nearly half again 
as much business as there is now. Mean- 
while orders are being given for many thou- 
sand new cars. 


Here is a quite different picture, and a 


very reassuring one, from the situation re- 
cently when both public and government 
were fearing that the railroads would have 
to be "taken over" permanently.

TIGHT ABDOMINAL, MUSCLES 


EDUCATING STOCKHOLDERS 


Stockholders, big and little, have been re- 


ceiving calls from reprcscntatves of Western 
Union, for mutual information. The visited 
stockholder is urged to ask any questions on 
any phase of the company's business. 


The questions vary with the viewpoint of 


the questioners. Not every stockholder would 
think to ask about employes' wages and op- 
portunity for advancement, though that 
should certainly be a matter of importance 
to the intelligent shareowner. Many, no 
doubt, would ask about current profits or 
deficits and the prospect for dividends. It 
might require a series of calls, over a period 
of jears, to educate stockholders in general 
to know \\hat they ought to want to know. 


It is a good promotion scheme, but it is 


more lhan that. We've heard a good deal 
during the depression years about stockhold- 
ers who don't know what the companies in 
which they hold stock are doing. They are 
interested only in dividends and indifferent 
to their own responsibilities toward the com- 
pany, toward themselves, or toward society 
at large. Here is a move to interest them in 
becoming better informed about the com- 
pany as a money-maker, as an employer, as 
a taxpayer, and so on. Carried out intelli- 
gently it should be of great social value. 


SOLDIERS' JOBS 


The International Labor Office, still func- 


tioning at its headquarters in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, is already discussing methods of in- 
suring for Europe's soldiers a return, after 
the war, to the jobs they left. After the 
Armistice in 1918 soldiers of many lands 
went home to find their old jobs no longer 
open to them. In many cases, no jobs at all 
were available. 


Former Governor Winant of New Hamp- 


shire, director of the I.L.O., explains the 
Labor Office viewpoint as follows: 


"In the past there lias been a deliberate 


effort to divide the men in overalls and the 
men in khaki. Yet the soldiers who are re- 
cruited from the' countryside and factories 
are true representatives of the working peo- 
ple in the nations now at war. 


"The idea that this office has a special task- 


to see that families of soldiers get adequate 
allowances and that soldiers' jobs be kept for 
them, despite the hiring of less skilled young 
men and women, is obvious." 


It may be obvious, but it won't be an easy 


task. If the war lasts very long, many of the 
men who go home again will not be immedi- 


For a number of years I lectured to high school 


teachers (all university graduates) on health and 
fitness, which information was. handed on to the 
students whom they would teach. I tried to point 
out that if a boy and girl were taught to sit and 
stand correctly—attain proper posture—they would 
likely keep this in mind for themselves throughout 
life and would likely watch the posture of their 
children. An upright carriage means more room for 
heart, lungs, stomach and intestine, thus providing 
for those vital needs of the hody«—a strong heart 
and lungs, good mixing and absorption of food, and 
the prevention of constipation. 


It is interesting therefore to read in Hygcia, the 


health magazine, of the training of the West Point 
cadets, as recorded by William J. Baumcr, Jr. 


"The purpose of the Academy's athletic life is 


three-fold. Besides developing the cadet physically, 
it must implant within him the urge lor lifetime fit- 
ness and it must teach him through instruction and 
practice how to teach others to take care of them- 
selves physically and hygicmcnlly. Through all his 
activiiets he is being constantly reminded by his 
superiors, the upper dnssmen, to double time (very 
rapid marching, twice as fast as the ordinary 
"quick" march,) or trot everywhere, sit up straight 
in the mess hall, cat slowly, pull in his chin, raise 
his chest and "drag in" his stomach." 
It is this "holding" in or "dragging" in of the 


stomach that most physical directors emphasize in 
teaching correct posture. The West Point cadet 
learns this his first day and never forgets it during 
his training, and. in most, cases, never forgets H 
during his lifetime. The drawn in stomach or abdo- 
men carries the shoulders back naturally. lessens 
the curves in the spine, and draws the chin back- 
ward which keeps the head erect. 


It would be worth while for all of us to stand 


sideways to a mirror in our "natural" manner. Then 
do just one thing: draw in the stomach and abdo- 
men. This one simple act—drawing in the stomach 
or standing "tall"—will give us the correct posture. 


How can you keep this "tall" posture? Develop- 


ing the abdominal muscles by various bending ex- 
ercises—keeping knees straight—and lying on the 
floor and raising legs—knees straight—will tighten 
the abdominal muscles. Tight abdominal muscles 
will give you correct carriage.

Babson Park, Mass., Oct. 20— 


BuMnc.^s this month is the 
best 


for any October in 10 years. The 
United States has experienced one 
of the most sensational boomlets 
in its history in the last two 
months. 
Figures gathered from 


all over the country, which I 
found on my desk on my return 
from the Far East, tell a spec- 
tacular story. Business is now 22 
per cent above a year ago and 
within two per cent of the 1937 
peak! 


I can hardly believo that busi- 


ness has soared so rapidly. Yet, 
the figures which I have at hand 
do not lie. They show that tex- 
tile mills, automobile factories, 
machine tool shops, steel mills, 
railroads, power plants, lumber 
:amps, and shipyards are

ing with activity. When I sailed 
out of the Golden Gate on August 
25, the temperature of business 
was 97 degrees according to my

high of 114 degrees and the 1929 
all-time peak of 122 degrees.

Here are the facts concerning 


the nation's leading 
industries: 


(1) Textiles: Cotton mills have 


boosted schedules 15 per cent in 
the past 
eight weeks. Woolen 


factories are operating day and 
night.

The textile .industry 
as a whole, while not the most 
active of the

This explains the forth 
right, and in many respects, sen 
sational speech made by Ambas 
sador Joseph Grew in Tokio with 
n the last 24 hours. 


It is very unusual for a careei 


diplomat like Mr. Grew to make a 
forceful speech, and the fact tha 
he has made it means only that he 
was instructed to do so by either 
the President of the United States 
or the secretary of state, or both 


Mr. Grew recently spent consid- 


erable time in Washington and 
had an opportunity to go over in 
detail the whole Japanese-Ameri- 
can situation. He became so fa- 
miliar with the point of view of 
the President and Secretary Hul 
that it was unnecessary for him to 
submit lu's speech in advance. He 
was given the widest discretion in 
the use of words and phrases, for 
he lias been so long in Tokio that 
he alone would know what would 
or would not impress the Japan- 
ese. • Likewise, the Japanese know 
that the President and Mr. Grew 
are old personal friends and that 
in such an intimacy of a personal 
as well as a governmental nature 
lies mutual confidence. 


What is significant is that Mr. 


Grew announces he is to make a 
series of speeches and that he will 
talk "straight from the horse's 
mouth." 
Only 
rarely 
does any 


ambassador set for himself a pro- 
gram of speech-making concern- 
ing his diplomatic mission, but the 
move must have been decided up- 
on because of a belief that Japan- 
ese public opinion is not aware of 
the pitfalls which lie in a contin- 
uance of the present militaristic 
policy of the Japanese. 


Clearly, in the troubled state of 


the world, the United States wants 
to cement if possible her relations 
with Japan. 
This could not be 


done with Japan tied up to an ag- 
gressor combination of states, nor 
can it be done now if aggression is 
to be Japan's method of expan- 
sion. 


The United States government 


feels 
that the key to Japan's 


future as well as to peace in the 
Far^Easl lies in a resumption of 
the "open door" policy, which was 
initiated under the Republican ad- 
ministration of President McKin- 
ley when John Hay was secretary 


ported uniformly by Democratic 
secretaries of state ever since. 


The Grew address is timed to co- 


incide with the changes in the 
world situation, and, while there 
is nothing in the address which im- 
plies threats or even further pro- 
tests of a grave nature, it cannot 
be denied that the point which 
the President wants to get over 
to the Japanese is that America 


cannot develop a real relation- 
ship with Japan unless certain ai 
terations are made in present pol! 
cies and unless some way is found 
to. change the Vhole face of af 
fairs in the Far East. 


America, as a close friend of 


China and of Japan, is in a nosi 
tion to bring to an end the lone 
war that has been in progress™? 
at least to lay the foundations for 
a. peace settlement which will ner- 
mit normal trade to be resumed 
Butlf Japan thinks that Britain 
or France or Holland or any of 
the otter powers Interested in the 
Far East will forego «jual com- 
mercial opportunity as established 
by past treaties, then t frank 
statement of the futility Of such 
a course may tend to prevent mis- 
understandings in the future

Scientists Find Locusts • 


Are of 2 Distinct Kinds 


There arc two race* of the peri- 


odical cicada—the seventeen-year 
race and another that appears ev- 
ery 13 years. Scientists have found 
no differences in the two except 
that one remains underground in the 
larva sand pupa stages four years 
longer than the other. 


Every year is locust year in some 


part of the country. There are 17 
different broods of the 17 year race 
and thirteen bloods of the 13-year 
race, writes a correspondent in the 
Chicago Tribune. The broods have 
been catalogued by Roman num- 
bers. Broods Nos. 1 to 17 compose 
the 17-year race. The 13-year race 
it numbered from 18 to 30. 


There is overlapping of the terri- 


tories occupied by the two races and 
also by the different broods. In 
lome lections, however, the locusts 
only appear at 13 or 17-year inter- 
vali, indicating the presence of only 
one brood. 


The periodical cicadas are not 


found in the western part of the 
United States. They live mainly in 
the wooded regions from the Atlan- 
tic cotlt westward to central Kan- 
its.

Tom Thumb's Life 


Tom Thumb (Charlas Sherwooc 


Straiten) was born at Bridgeport 
Conn., en January 4, 1838. His par 
entj were of normal size and he 
showed no peculiarity until he 
reached the age of seven months 
when he ceased to grow. In 1842 
his mother took him to P. T. Bar 
num. 
At that time he was 28 inches 


in height and weighed a little more 
than 15 pounds, though he later in- 
creased in size. He was perfectly 
proportionid, active, and intelligent 
His exhibitions proved a great suc- 
cess and in 1854 he \vas taken to 
England by Barnum and presentee 
to the queen and royal faTnily. In 
1863 Tom Thumb married Lavinia 
Warren, a dwarf, and together they 
traveled widely and gave exhibi- 
tions. He died at Middlcborough, 
Mass., on July 15, 1883.

for all forms of relief the sum of 
$1,835,156.16. In addition to this 
sum which we spent, and the sums 
which the state and federal gov- 
ernment spent in our reimburse- 
ments, the federal government has 
spent, since 1936, substantial sums 
for local WPA. NYA and CCC 
purposes, the details or totals of 
which are not in the city's pos- 
session. 


The total of expenditures for all 


forms of relief during this criti- 
cal period in our history gives 
some idea of the size and complex- 
ties of the problems involved, and 
s indicative of the extent to which 
the city has discharged its obli- 
gations to those fellow-citizens 
vho needed and merited our help 
to meet a critical situation.

And thus, through the help and 


cooperation of many agencies and 
many . persons, the 
tremendous 


problem of assisting those in dis- 
tress has been effectively handled 
when, during the past six years, 
these very same problems have 
represented a major function of 
municipal government. 


The proper administration of 


welfare in such a manner as to 
adequately and humanely care for 
those in distress, and without 
overloading an already overloaded 
taxpayer, and without endanger- 
ing the credit of the city, called 
for qualities of understanding and 
sympathy, careful planning, ex- 
haustive engineering study, effi- 
cient administration and sound fi- 
nancial principles. 


The result which has been ob- 


tained in handling this huge and 
important problem is a satisfying 
part of the record of accomplish- 
ment of our administration. 


The six critical years through 


which

brought to me a thorough under- 
standing and knowledge of the 
subject 
of welfare and relief. 


Through study and actual experi- 
ence I have gained a valuable 
knowledge of the entire scope of 
municipal 
government.

knowledge is now, and will con- 
tinue to be, a most valuable asset 
to the man who is selected to be 
the head of the city government 
for the next two years. 


If the voters of Kingston wish 


to retain such knowledge and ex- 
perience on the part of their may- 
or for the next two years, they will 
have an opportunity to say so in 
the privacy of the voting booths at 
the polls on Election Day. 


Program for Youth 


Attorney Stang in his address 
said: 


"The issues in this campaign 


are quite clear-cut and defined. 
Mayor Heiselman has in previous 
speeches given an account of his 
stewardship with a promise of a 
more detailed statement as the 
campaign continues, but there are 
certain features of this campaign 
that people who are not directly 
associated or connected with the 
administration can discuss with 
their friends and neighbors—and 
that is what I propose to do to- 
night. 


"I am not a city official or con-

"Among the many achievements 


and accomplishments in my hum- 
ble opinion, the one that stands 
out in the front rank, is the work 
and the effort expended on behalf 
of recreation. To some skeptics 
this might not appear very import- 
ant but to those of you of this city 
who have children, be they small 
or large, and who are interested in 
the development and the safety of 
those children, 1 specifically and 
earnestly call your attention to 
which has been done and what is 
being done for the children of the 
community. 


Now let me briefly state some 


of these privileges which are be- 
ing offered to our children in this 
city to enjoy. First, and most im- 
portant, is our play ground sys- 
tem. I dare say there is no one 
who has not visited at least one 
play ground during the course of 
the summer season. Some of you 
are familiar with all of them and 
I say to you, it is a gratifying 
sight to see the hundreds and 
hundreds of children, small and 
large enjoying the splendid play 
ground facilities which are con- 
tained in the several recreational 
centers. 
Now what does that 


mean: It means that our kids are 
off the streets. It means that we 
hear the shouts and laughter ot 
happy children rather than the 
siren of an ambulance carrying a 
child to a hospital, who has been 
run over playing in the street. 
These recreation centers in some 
instances contain wading pools for 
the smaller children to enjoy. They 
contain various pieces of equip- 
ment; soft ball diamonds and in 
the winter some of them are 
equipped and maintained for safe 
sleigh riding. 


The municipal stadium, one of 


the finest, if not the finest in the 


Hudson valley, is another ac- 
complishment sponsored by the 
present city administration. This 
modern stadium equipped as it is, 
with baseball, football, and track, 
is one of the outstanding athletic 
fields in this locality and is avail- 
able for the use of the residents 
of the city and large public gather* 
ings. The athletic field in the cen- 
ter part of the city, which is en- 
joyed by the Softball fans as well 
as the city baseball league and the 
sand lot teams, has been made 
available through the efforts of 
the mayor with the close co- 
operation of the Cornell Estate. 
The city furnishes the bleachers, 
the back stop and helps maintain 
the field.

They hold an election 
selecting a full city ticket, ac- 
tually taking over the affairs of 
the government for a day and 
thereby learning by doing, just 
what their city government con- 
sists Our school system is one of 
the best and our Vocational Tram- 
ing School teaches the young boys 
and girls the use of machinery, 
domestic sciences and the like.

its welfare department has coop- 
erated to 
the extent of placing 


hundreds of Kingston boys in CCC 
Camps and I am glad to say that 
Kingston has more of its young 
men in CCC Camps than New- 
burgh or 
Poughkeepsie and all 


that due to the efforts made by 
the present administration, prov- 
ing in one of the many ways that 
it is looking always toward the 
interests of the city's young peo- 
ple. 


One other thing that I wit- 


nessed last year and I strongly 
urge every father or mother, if 
you can get in the hall, is the Hal- 
loween party, sponsored by the 
American Legion and the present 
administration.

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Typhoid Germ Can Live Two Years, 
Scientist Says; Lauds Tomato Juice 


By Stephen J. McDonough 


Associated Press Science Writer 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 20 — Typhoid 


fever is still a constant menace in 
the United States because the 
germs which cause it may live as 
long as two years without food. 


The germs are spread mainly 


by water contamination, Dr. Paul 
J. Beard of Stanford University, 
Calif., told the American Public 
Health Association today, and 
tests there have shown that they 
are extremely vigorous in resist- 
ing extreme heat, cold and water 
conditions. 


The California scientist exposed 


typhoid germs on ordinary soil in 
containers to every condition of 
California weather and to incu- 
bation and refrigeration to test 
their resistance. 
They proved to 


be exceptionally hardy and resis- 
tant bugs. Fifty per cent of them 
usually 
died 
within two days. 


The rest, however, hung on to life 
tenaciously for as long as two 
years, 
and 
could 
still 
cause 


typhoid infection m human beings. 


Tomato juice is apparently an 


effective 
addition to the 
best 


known 
methods of preventing 


tooth decay in young children, Dr. 
Mark D. Elliott of Boston, Mass, 
reported to the association. 


Working with Miss Dorothea 


Nicoll of the Massachusetts de- 
partment of health, he fed small 
quantities of tomato juice to half 
of a group of 62 children in the 
state tuberculosis sanitorium. 


As a result the ones who did 


not receive the tomato juice de- 
veloped five times as many tooth 
decay spots as the children in the 
protected groups. 


Hope for Eyes

Philadelphia, Oct. 20—Hope for 


eyes damages by acids was seen 
today in a new operation reported 
to the American College of Sur- 
geons. 


These injuries, a growing hazard 


of the present chemical age, often 
do not blind the eyes but render 
them largely useless by searing 
the eyeballs so that they stick to 
eyelids. , 


Scar 
tissues ultimately weld 


lids and eyeballs. Sometimes lids 
grow fast shut, or hold an eyeball 
in an immovable, cross-eyed posi- 
tion. 
A high percentage of the 


victims are children. 


Dr. Vilray P. Blair, of Washing- 


ton University, St. Louis, described 
the operation. 
When these lids 


are separated from the eyeballs, 
the problem is to give the latter 
a covering to replace its lost, 
natural mucous membrane cover- 
ing. 


Mucous membranes are 
too 


scarce, Dr. Blair explained, to 
make it feasible to borrow them 


for 
eyes. He has substituted 


ordinary skin. This he take* in 
smal.1 patches from the patient's 
own body. 


The skin patches are laid over 


the parts of the eyeballs denuded 
by tire chemicals. A soft shell of 
wax and cotton, molded to fit 
over the eyeball, is then placed on 
the new skin to hold it in place 
until it takes root. 


In eight such grafts to date, Dr. 


Blair said, all "took." He said

Seven years of hunting makes,

sten is that the rattler's age can be 
told by the number of, buttons on the 
rattle.

skin test for cancer.

was made whsn Dr. Gruskin filed 
for

his discovery. 


The test, which was reported suc- 


cessful in 90 per cent cf cases at- 
tempted, cor 'sti merely of Inject 
ing a specially prepared fluid under 
the epidermis, or outer skin. The 
fluid is processed from tissues of 
embryo of calves, sheep or pigs. 


If a person is cancerous in tome 


part of the body, the «ection of the 
skin where the fluid was injected 
will turn a telltale red, according 
to the test. The weal will then push 
out thin projections, or pseudopodii 
(false feet). 


However, if the skin does not 


change color, and th« psuedopodia 
do not appear, the person is not 
suffering a csncerou* condition, the 
test showed. 


Dr. Gruskin described his experi 


mcnt in the Journal of Laboratory 
and Clinical Medicine. 


He explained that cancer cells are 


akin to normal cells but never 
"grow up" and remain in an env 
bryomc state which causes them 
to grow wildly instead of becoming 
uselul tissue. 


The whole body becomes sensitive 


to that type of cell, the article laid, 
and to, if outside embryonic cell 
material is injected the skin reacts 
and produces pseudopodia. 


A similar test can also be per- 


formed on the blood if the skin ii 
unhealthy, according to the Tem- 
ple scientist
